REMARKS 

Thrs case has been carefully reviewed in light of Off roe Action dated October 10, 2006. Claims 1-7, 9-21 
were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112. first paragraph. Claims 1, 11 and 16 have been amended. No new matter 
has been added. Claims 8 and 22 are canceled. ClQimsl-7 and 9-21 remain pending in the present application. 
Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the application by the Examiner in light of the following remarks 
offered below. 

Claims 1-7. 9-21 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph. By the present response, claims 1 , 
11 and 16 have been amended to include the subject matter of allowable claims B and 22 respectively. Claims 1, 
11 and 16 now clearly recite 'Swhereln the at least one sensor is an ultrasound sensor. Accordingly, Applicants 
submit that clalme 2-7, 9-10, and 12-20 are ailowable by virtue of their dependency from an allowable base claim 
1 and 11, as well as for the subject matter they separately recite. Thus, it Is respectfully requested that the 
rejection of claims 1 -7, 9-21 under 35 U.S.C §1 1 2 be withdrawn.
